I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1966. 

The  highlight  of  the  statistics  is  the  great  Improvements  In  the 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  which  has  fallen  to  the  lowest  level  ever 
recorded  in  the  district.  The  overall  death  rate  showed  a slight 
rise,  whilst  the  birth  rate  fell  a little. 

Housing  continued  to  improve,  as  is  shown  by  the  increased 
number  rehoused  from  condemned  property,  and  the  number  of 
improvement  grants  made. 

Services  for  the  aged  continued  to  grow,  and  our  thanks  must 
be  given  to  the  voluntary  helpers  who  maintained  their  enthusiasm 
through  the  year. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for 
their  continued  help  and  support,  and  also  the  staff  of  the  Depart- 
ment for  their  efforts  and  enthusiasm  during  the  year.

Chief  Causes  of  Death 

1.  The  main  causes  of  death  continued  to  be  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  circulatory  system.  The  proportion  of  deaths  being  the  same 
as  for  the  previous  year,  I.e.,  51.7%.  Again  almost  half  of  these 
deaths  were  due  to  coronary  thrombosis. 

2.  Second  most  Important  main  group  has  changed  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  In  1966  respiratory  diseases  were  re- 
sponsible for  more  deaths  than  cancer. 

3.  Of  the  79  deaths  from  cancer  23  were  due  to  lung  cancer  all 
being  males. 

4.  Violent  deaths  showed  a rise  in  winter  ; the  road  traffic  deaths 
being  8 as  compared  with  4 the  previous  year. 
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Infant  Mortality 

Deaths  under  I year  of  age  numbered  II,  as  compared  with  16 
in  1965. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  13.4  the  rate  fot  1965  being  20.5. 

This  is  the  lowest  rate  ever  recorded  In  the  district,  and  demon- 
strates once  again  the  continuation  of  the  improvement  which 
has  been  in  evidence  for  many  years.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE 

AREA 


(1)  Laboratory  Facilities 

In  June,  1956,  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  were  transferred 
to  the  New  Institute  of  Pathology,  which  was  built  in  the  grounds 
of  the  General  Hospital  to  house  the  hospital  pathological  lab- 
oratory, the  Blood  Transfusion  Service,  and  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory.  The  Director  Is  Dr.  J.  H.  Hale. 

(2)  Local  Health  Authority  Services 

The  Administrative  County  is  divided  up  Into  areas. 
Chester-le  Street  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  forming  No.  4 Area. 
For  each  area  a Health  Sub-Committee  has  been  appointed  to 
exercise  on  behalf  of  the  County  Health  Committee.,  certain  func- 
tions relating  to  services  under  the  National  Health  Services  Act 
1946. 

All  day-to-day  administration  of  the  County  Service  is  carried 
out  by  County  Headquarters.  The  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officer  deputises  for  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  quar- 
terly meetings  of  the  Area  Sub-Committee. 

(a)  Health  Visitor  Service 

There  are  6 Health  Visitors  employed  by  the  County  Council 
working  in  the  Chester-le-Street  Rural  District.  A survey  of  the

(e)  Ambulance  Service  including  Chester-le-Street  U.D.C.) 

The  Chester-le-Street  Rural  District  Council  is  served  princi- 
pally by  the  ambulance  depot  situated  at  Osborne  Road,  Chester- 
le-Street. 

This  Depot  has  an  establishment  of  I Depot  Superintendent,  4 
Senior  drivers,  12  drivers  with  7 vehicles — four  of  them  are  dual 
purpose. 

There  is  a 24  hour  coverage  from  this  Depot,  but  in  case  of  emer- 
gency, a service  is  supplied  from  other  Depots.  Overall  control 
is  exercised  by  Central  Control  at  Durham,  whereby  a system  of 
direct  telephone  lines  and  radio,  close  supervision  is  kept  of  vehicles 
operating  in  all  parts  of  the  county,  thus  enabling  any  area  to  be 
reinforced  as  necessary. 

All  requests  for  ambulance  transport  in  the  area  should  be  made 
to  Central  Control  at  Durham  where  a 24  hour  service  is  main- 
tained. Telephone  No.  Durham  4488. 

The  following  table  shows  the  work  undertaken  by  the  Chester- 
le-Street  depot  during  the  year,  but  it  should  be  noted  that  these 
figures  will  Include  patients  from  areas  other  than  the  Rural  District 
and  that  the  conveyance  of  patients  residing  in  the  rural  district 
is  not  restricted  to  the  Chester-le-Street  Depot,  but  may  be  under- 
taken by  vehicles  from  other  depots  passing  through  the  area.

(g)  Prevention  of  Illness  Care  and  Aftercare 

Under  this  section  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the  Durham 
County  Council  supply  nursing  requisites  on  loan  to  those  needing 
them.  A fee  is  charged,  the  assessment  of  which  depends  on  Income 
and  the  type  of  article  borrowed. 

(h)  School  Health  Service 

The  School  Health  Service  is  run  by  the  Durham  County  Council 
from  the  headquarters  In  Durham  City. 

The  clinic  for  the  bulk  of  Chester-le-Street  Rural  District  school 
children  is  In  Birtley.  The  clinic  Is  open  daily  and  Is  attended  on 
Monday  and  Wednesday  by  a School  Medical  Officer. 

Routine  medical  Inspections  of  children  are  carried  out  in  the 
schools  by  a School  Medical  Officer. 


(3)  Hospital  Services 

The  population  of  the  district  is  in  the  main  dealt  with  by  the 
Durham  Group  of  Hospitals. 

None  of  the  hospitals  is  sited  In  the  Rural  District  but  the  General 
Hospital  and  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  are  In  the  adjoining  Urban 
District  of  Chester-le-Street. 
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(4)  Executive  Council  Service 


The  executive  council  for  the  County  of  Durham  is  responsible 
for  the  administration  and  general  management  of  the  Family  Prac- 
titioner Services  in  the  District. 

The  Practitioner  Services  include  the  Family  Doctor  Service, 
the  Dental  Service,  the  Eye  Service  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Service, 
all  of  which  provide  the  patient  with  the  individual  medical  atten- 
tion that  he  needs. 


(5)  Health  Education 


Health  Education  is  a matter  of  growing  Importance,  and  is  prob- 
ably best  carried  out  on  a national  basis — I.e.,  T.V.,  radio  etc. 
Nevertheless,  the  Department  does  its  share  of  health  education 
mainly  by  personal  Interviews,  when  members  of  the  staff  meet 
the  public. 

As  has  been  the  custom  In  the  past,  posters  and  leaflets  have 
been  distributed.  In  support  of  National  Campaigns,  and  the  booklet 
‘Better  Health’  has  continued  to  be  issued. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948 


It  was  necessary  in  one  case  to  obtain  a Magistrate’s  Order  to 
move  an  extremely  sick  old  man  to  hospital.  He  had  refused 
repeatedly  to  go  voluntarily. 


Meals  on  Wheels 


The  service  continued  to  expand  during  the  year  with  two  vans 
and  drivers.  Helpers  were  provided  by  various  voluntary  organi- 
sations 

During  the  year  11,443  meals  were  delivered  to  aged  persons 
in  their  homes. 
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Luncheons  for  the  Aged 

The  clubs  in  the  district  have  proved  a success  and  have  continued 
to  thrive.  There  was  one  addition  during  the  year,  and  this  was 
at  Pelton  where  the  Club  started  In  the  Communal  room. 

There  were  running  during  the  year  Clubs  at  Birtley,  Barley 
Mow,  Bournmoor,  Eighton  Banks,  Little  Lumley,  Nettlesworth, 
Sacriston,  Waldridge,  Edmonsley,  Kibblesworth  and  Pelton. 

Three  cooks  are  employed  in  the  kitchens  at  Birtley,  Sacriston 
and  Kibblesworth,  whilst  meals  for  the  other  clubs  are  obtained 
from  various  sources,  and  taken  by  the  Meals  on  Wheels  vans  to 
the  Clubs. 

In  this  regard  thanks  must  be  given  to  those  firms  who  have 
allowed  canteens  to  supply  meals,  and  to  the  Durham  County 
Council  for  allowing  school  kitchens  to  be  used. 

In  all  17,472  meals  were  served  In  the  various  clubs. 


Voluntary  Helpers 

The  number  of  voluntary  helpers  involved  in  the  Council’s  Meals 
Service  for  the  Elderly  has  never  been  really  known  until  the  figure 
was  required  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  when  he  wished  to 
make  a token  Xmas  Gift  to  each  of  them. 

The  number  involved  was  then  found  to  be  235. 

When  one  realises  that  this  is  only  one  form  of  voluntary  service 
it  can  be  seen  what  a large  part  voluntary  work  plays  in  the  life  o 
the  community. 


Chiropody  for  the  Aged 

The  schemes  In  the  various  parts  of  the  district  have  continued 
throughout  the  year  with  some  changes  In  place  of  work,  etc.

The  1961  census  showed  that  in  the  District  3,582  houses  were 
without  a fixed  bath.
